WASHINGTON (BP) — A 
“Catch - all’’ constitutional

The new proposal was drawn 
up by a committee of six con- 
gressmen, who reportedly re- 
present the 60 who introduced 
resolutions of their own. The 
60 are now being urged to sub- 
stitute the new resolution for 
their original proposals. 

Becker's new amendment 
looks to the future and tries 
to anticipate many possible 
cases that might come before 


the Supreme Court. In addition | 
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to prayers and Bible readings ! was decided that official pray- 


it covers official expressions of 
religious faith by government 
and governmental activity. 

If the amendment were to 
become a part of the constitu- 
tion it would authorize volun- 
tary prayers and Bible read- 
ings not only in public schools 
but “In any governmental or 
public school, institution, or 
place."’ 

A significant omission in 
Becker's proposal is that it 
does not touch upon the prob- 
lem of the use of law to en- 
force religious exercises, which 
was the pont at issue in the 
supreme court cases which are 
being attacked.

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LEUKEMIA LINK DISCOVERED 


BY BAYLOR RESEARCH TEAM 


DALLAS (BP)—A Baylor University chemistry professor 
and his assistant have discovered here a cell defect that 
leads to a common form of leukemia. 

It is believed that their discovery could pave the way 
for learning how cellular growth is lost in other types of 
cancer also. 

Directing the experiments here were Dr. Morton D. 
Prager, senior staff member of the Wadley Research 
Institute and blood bank and professor of chemistry of the 
Baylor Graduate Research Institute housed at Baylor. The 
assistant was Miss Sarah E. Bryan, Ph. D. candidate of the 
Baylor Research Institute. 

Their findings were described in a research paper pre- 
sented at the American Chemical Society Convention in 
New York City.

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Georgia Baptists | 
To Increase 
Mission Budget 


ATLANTA, GA. (BP) —The 
Georgia B a ptist Convention 
will be asked in November to 
adopt a 1964 Cooperative Pro- 
grain budget of $3,614,000. 


The executive committee of 
the convention agreed on the 
recommendation which calls 
for an increase of $227,500. The 
budget provides $1,588,000 for 
Georgia institutions and agen- 
cies, an increase of $94,500, and 
a similar amount with increase 
for the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention Cooperative Program. 
The remaining $438,000 is for 
administration, promotion and 
the ministerial retirement pro- 
gram of the Annuity Board. - 

The Atlanta Association will 
ask the convention to release it 
from commitments made in 
1968 concerning a proposed At- 
lanta Baptist college as a ‘‘co- 
ordinate college of Mercer 
University."” The convention's 
executive committee agreed to 
join in the recommendation 
with the association to promote 
the college independent of Mer- 
oar. LE 

The original agreement re- 
quired the association to raise 
approximately $2,500,000. The 
association has reached the 
half-way mark and plans now a 
new campaign.

FEAR OF REPRISAL 

(vv. 15-18) 

Jacob had died. His sons had 
taken his body back to Canaan 
and- buried it with Abraham 
and Isaac. Immediately upon 
the return to Egypt Joseph's 
brothers began to fear that 
would seek revenge. Thro 
a messenger, they pleaded that 
he would remember his father’s 
plea that they be forgiven. It 
is not surprising that Joseph 
wept when they questioned the 
sincerity of his love and the 
fulness of his forgiveness. They 
had not, grown sufficiently to 
exercise kind of faith they 
should have had, both in God 
and in Joseph. On the other 
hand, their fear of Joseph was 
utterly unworthy in view of all 
that he had done to show love 
or them and make provisions 
for them. 

GOD’S OVERRULING 
PURPOSE (vv. 19-21) 

In response to the prostrate 
plea of Joseph’s brothers, he 
comforted them and assured 
them that they had no occasion 
to be afraid. He would not as- 
sume God's prerogative of exe- 
cuting vengeance. Frankly, Jos- 
eph admitted that they had 
been moved by an evil purpose 
when they had first cast him 
into a pit and had later sold 


FAITH FOR THE FUTURE

Many years passed. In old 
age Joseph was privileged to 
hold upon his knees his chil- 
@ren’s children, He _realized 
that the end of his life was| = 
approaching. His thoughts turn- 
ed backward and he remem- 
bered God's covenant with 
Abraham, with Isaac, and with 
Jacob. With unwavering faith | 
in God's purpose for the people 
of Israel, Joseph declared to 
his brethren that God would 
surely visit them and restore 
them to the land of Canaan, 
which was to be the inherit- 
ance of the chosen people.
